mock elections for two years, nnd in that 
time registered over 132.000 votes with 
out a break or an error. 


The machine, as described in a upecial

The trial of the machine elicited much 


interest, nnd there were newspaper rep- 
resentatives from all over the etate, and 
many prominent politicians present to 
watch its operations. The trial was de- 
clared a perfect eucceee. When tbe polls 
were closed and the doors to the register- 
ing apartment were rolled back, the ro- 
fialta of the election were manifest at a 
glance. 
Inside of ten minutes tbe full 


vote of the sixty-four candidates was in 
scribed by the clerks on the returning 
blanks and waa^readyEfor fllingin the 
county clerk'e office. 
Under the old 


system, it would have required three or 
four hours of busy application on the 
part of four or eix men and of anxious 
waiting for Dome scores of others to reach 
the conclusion. 
It is claimed that this 


machine, If it came into practical ace, 
would coon pay for itself in the saving o! 
election expenses. It would also be an 
almost perfect safeguard against fraud in 
making tip re tarns. The vole of tbe 
entira.etflte'coold thus be made known 
to a certainty within an hour after clos- 
ing the polK Perhaps this machine 
may prove^theipanacea for many of our 
political ille. If it works as satisfactor- 
ily as elated, it will beat tbe Australian 
ballot system all hollow. While tbe 
apparatus iteelt is quite Intricate, there 
is no reason why it ehoold not be reli- 
able and absolutely accurate. As fortbe 
voter, if he baa not sufficient intelligence 
to press a button with the right name 
above it, he onght not to be allowed to 
vote. We may yet be able to record the 
triumph of American mechanic? over 
the method imported from Australia,

want the convention to endorse the 
Trnfllc association ; others still, and they 
seem most numerous, wish to j>&ea a res- 
olution demanding trie abolition of the 
railroad commission. The flrat proposi- 
tion has been dealt with. • The matter 
of indoreiujj tho Trnflic association meets 
with moet fp.vor among the Bun Fran- 
ciscans. There is an impression among 
tha country delegates that the oBEOcia- 
tlon in mostly, if not altogether, for tho 
benefit of tbo people of the bay city, and 
it ia not iin easy matter to induce them to 
become enthusiastic over It. 


As for tho railroad commission, there 


is a general opinion that it is a, uieloss 
nJTair and there is some prospect that a 
resolution directed against it would meet 
with favor. A railroad commission, 
they claim, would be a very good thing 
if it accomplished its mission. But, 
since the railroad controls the appoint- 
ments, it is worse thau useless, accord- 
ing to its opponents.

The Kyc* <if Greek Statue*. 


Professor Krnst Cnrlius, tho famous 


Greek echoliir and nrclueologist of tho 
University of JJcrliu, announced u few 
months ritfo that ho had discovered that 
tbo Greek sculptors nlwuys miidc tbo 
eyes of men fuller and rounder than 
tbuso of \voinoii. Tho alleged discover^ 
was considered important, ns it was be 
lie veil that it would k-ad to a propc 
t'lassificalion of many of tho miidcnti 
ik-il heads of Greek statues. Tho hopes 
however, net-in to havo boon prematur 
despite tho fact tlint Curtius, who hi 
been called "Tho Modem Grwik," fa 
thcEcd them. 


Dr. Grcef, of Berlin, in a recent lei 


tuw delivered before the Prussian Aca< 
cmy of Science, declared that Curtiu 
conclusions were wrong, as ho had fonn 
tint, narrow eyes—tlioso of women, uc 
cording to Curlius—in the heads 
Greek statues of men. 
Ho had also 


measured plastic representations of worn 
en with large, full eyes. In nature, lu. 
added, there was no difference betwee 
tJo eyes of meu and women. Ho liiu 
examined recently in Berlin tbo eyes oJ 
a hundred members of each sex nmi 
hiul found tlmt they wwo the same in 
shape, size and fonn. Ho thus nphelt 
the theories of Zinn nnd Sommerliug 
that .the Greek sculptors who gave r 
greater fullness to the eyes of men than 
to thu.su of women did not follow tho 
conditions of nature.—New York Trib- 
une.
